WALLING OFF 


North Korea likely to 
seclude Itself more In 
wake of leader’s death 

MCT 

WASHINGTON With the passing of 
North Korean strongman Kim Jong II, 
experts said Monday, the nuclear-armed 
nation is likely to retreat into greater se- 
clusion from the world while the politi- 
cal transition sorts itself out. 

“The leadership will be in a hunker- 
down mode for at least the next couple 
of months or possibly longer,” said Pe- 
ter M. Beck, a longtime North Korea 
watcher and fellow at the Council on 
Foreign Relations. 

The Pyongyang capital’s propaganda 
arm wasted no time in labeling Kim Jong 
Il’s third son, Kim Jong Un, a Swiss-edu- 
cated man thought to be 27 years old, as 
a “great successor” and a “distinguished 
leader of the military and people.” But 
North Koreans are as unfamiliar with 
Kim Jong Un as the rest of the world is. 

His name was mentioned in public 
for the first time only 15 months ago.

when he was promoted to a four-star 
army general despite a thin leadership 
record. His father never explicitly and 
publicly endorsed him as successor. 

“We know very little about him. 
He was brought into the public eye in 


September of last year, and this is not 
enough to give him legitimacy” said 
Ruediger Frank, a North Korea expert 
at the University of Vienna. 

In a sign that North Korea was sealing 
itself off for a period, the nation said it 
wouldn’t accept foreign delegations for 
Kim Jong Il’s funeral Dec. 28 or a nation- 
al memorial service the next day when 
guns wiU boom, sirens will wail and three 
minutes of silence will descend on the 
last Stalinist state in the world. 

Television images showed North Ko- 
reans weeping and falling to the ground 
to lament the passing of the 69 -year-old 
known as “dear leader.” 

President Obama and other world 
leaders turned their eyes to North Ko- 
rea, which conducted nuclear tests in 
2006 and 2009, aware that the transi- 
tion could bring opportunity for new 
engagement— or lead to deadly provo- 
cations on the Korean Peninsula. 

The White House said Obama had 
spoken with South Korean President 
Lee Myung-bak to reaffirm Washing- 
ton’s “strong commitment to the stabil- 
ity of the Korean Peninsula.”

Change was a hot 
topic of the CTA this 
year— and not just 
because a new debit- 
credit fare system 
could reduce coin 
transactions in the 
next few years. 

Other changes 
announced this year; 
Tjongtime politico 
Forrest Claypool 
was named OI A 
president in April, 
and workers have 
been sprucing up train stations for the past 
few months. Meanwhile, some CTA shelters 
now have Bus Tracker displays, while security 
cameras have been installed in each CTA 
station. 

Elsewhere, Red Line tracks on the South 
Side are being rehab bed, more Redbox 
kiosks are being installed at some CIA stops, 
and the Oak ton Street '^Uow Line stop is 
being built. 

Here'S what to look forward to in the 
upcoming months. 

JANUARY; Negotiations between CIA 
management and the unions is slated to 
begin. 'I'he CIA is asking for $8o million 
in work rule changes to close a S277 million 
budget hole, Tf there is no deal, there maybe 
service cuts and/or fare hikes next year. 

SUMMER 2012 ; The Morgan Street 
stop on the Green and Pink lines should be 
complete. The station, at Morgan and Lake 
streets on the Near West Side, will feature 
elevators and covered platforms, 

FALL 2012 : The first bus rapid transit pilot 
program will begin on Jeffery Boulevard, The 
project is set to feature bus-only lanes be- 
tween 67th and 83rd streets during rush hour. 


Meanwhile, traffic signals between 73rd and 
84th streets will provide an early or extended 
green light so buses can travel through the 
intersection faster, 

WINTER 2012 : The CTA said the Blue Line 
trains with the accordion doors that arc not 
accessible for riders with disabilities should 
be phased out in the next year. As the CTA 
replaces older cars on the Green and Pink 
lines with the new rail cars with the aisle- 
facing seats, the older cars move to the Blue 
Line and the cars with the accordion doors 
are pulled from service. 

T racking the trucks 

One CTA trend that likely will grow in the 
new year is food trucks setting up shop near 
stops, Getta Polpetta, a meatball truck, 
is the latest to take advantage of the conve- 
nience of the CTA. 

Chef Anna Cate rinicchia, whose truck 
debuts luesday, said she is hoping CIA riders 
will direct her to the best stops to sell her food. 
“Someone'S recommendations would be a lot 
of fim,” said Caterinicchia, 43, of the West 
Loop. “Mght give the riders something to do.” 

Caterinicchia isn^t alone in using the CTA. 
On Monday, a few food trucks parked near 
stops including 5411 Empanadas, which 
serves Argentine empanadas, outside the 
Merchandise Mart (Brown and Purple lines) 
and La Adclita, which offers Mexican tortas, 
outside Clinton and T.akc streets (Green and 
Pink lines), according to their Twitter pages. 

Roll credits on the holiday train 

This is the final week of the CTA holiday 
train, which will travel Tuesday on the Red 
Line, Wednesday on the Purple Line and 
Thursday on the Yellow Line.

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Signs of the times: Homeiessness 


2 shot in apparent 
road rage incident 

Two men were shot, one 
critically, Monday morning in 
what Chicago police suspect- 
ed was a road rage incident.

Sitting on a milk crate that put him at knee level 
to passers-by on Michigan Avenue one fading 
Monday afternoon, LeRoy Harden nodded off, his 
head dipping beneath the hood of his gray sweat- 
shirt, a hand-scrawled sign in a box beside him. 

It was a familiar scene. So familiar it was almost 
easy to ignore. 

Almost, because one detail stood out: a second 
sign, in his gloved hands, on laminated white pa- 
per that read in towering black letters, “Home- 
less.”— all the way down to the period. 

A thin young man wearing dark-framed glasses 
had offered him the sign a couple of months ear- 
lier while Harden sat on his usual corner of Mich- 
igan Avenue and Wacker Drive. 


“It gets to the point without me having to say 
anything,” said Harden, who has been on the streets 
for much the past lo years and acknowledged he 
had been convicted of several crimes, mostly drug- 
related, since the early ’90s. “It doesn’t get messed 
up when it rains. It makes it easier.” 

The man in the dark frames was Christopher 
Devine, 28, who grew up a world away from the 
homelessness of Chicago— on the North Shore, 
where he attended New Trier High School. Since 
October, he has distributed about 150 signs to 
panhandlers. 

Some say “Homeless.” and others say “Please 
help.” All are printed on white paper in distinc- 
tive, blocky Helvetica. If you spend much time 
downtown, you’ve probably noticed the signs. 


Devine said he is not an advocate for panhan- 
dling and in fact rarely gives cash to people on the 
street. Rather, he said, he is an advocate for the 
homeless. 

“This project accepts the reality that in the 
absence of major systemic overhaul, there will be 
panhandling,” he said. 

The idea came to Devine this fall when he no- 
ticed a woman on Michigan Avenue holding a sign 
bearing the long narrative of her homelessness. 
Between the scrawled handwriting and tattered 
cardboard, it was illegible to most passers-by 

“Nobody was going to stop and read the sign 
in its entirety,” said Devine, who writes for and 
about dictionaries. “I thought, ‘What’s the mes- 
sage she was trying to get across?’ ”

Christians are by far the largest religious group 
on the planet, and the religion has gone truly 
global during the past century according to a 
new report out Monday which finds some of 
the world’s biggest Christian communities in 
surprising places. 

Europe was the clear center of world Chris- 
tianity loo years ago, but today the Americas 
are home to more than one-third of all Chris- 
tians. In fact, the U.S. has the world’s largest 
Christian population, of about 247 million, fol- 


lowed by Brazil and Mexico. 

China also appears on the list of top 10 larg- 
est Christian populations— with an estimated 
67 million Christians, it has more followers of 
the faith than any western European country 
There are nearly 2.2 billion Christians 
around the world, making up about one-third 
of the world’s population— the same percent- 
age as a century ago, according to the Pew Eo- 
rum on Religion & Public Life. 

Islam is the world’s second largest religion. 



with about 1.6 billion followers worldwide, the 
Washington-based organization calculates. 
That’s just under one-quarter of the estimated 
2010 world population of 6.9 billion. 

Sub-Saharan Africa has seen the biggest ex- 
plosion in its Christian population in the past 
century going from about 9 million Christians 
in 1910 to about 516 million today— nearly a 
quarter of all the world’s Christians. 

The report calculates that half the world’s 
Christians are Catholic, 37 percent are Prot- 
estants and 12 percent are Orthodox. The re- 
maining I percent belong to other traditions 
such as Mormonism.

And there Rooney Mara will be, pale, pierced 
and punked-out, hacking into encrypted 


databases, sleeping with Daniel Craig (and 
with a woman she picks up at a bar), tak- 
ing vengeance on a sicko state-appointed 
guardian ... if you’ve read the book, you 
know what’s in store. 

And Mara, who until now was pretty much 
unknown to the world, is Lisbeth Salander, 
the small, fierce, androgynous Swede with 
the photographic memory and the child- 
hood trauma kicking around in her head. 
Mara won the role over the likes of Scarlett 


Johansson, Natalie Portman and a bevy of 
other big-name stars.

With his English-language take on Stieg

focuses on a relentless pursuit of justice, not 
savagery 

Even the three people in the universe 
who haven’t read the book (including yours 
truly) may now understand what all the fuss 
is about. 

Rooney Mara, masking her soft beauty 
behind drab clothing, face piercings and 
eyes that say “Don’t F with me,” takes over 
from Noomi Rapace as Lisbeth Salander, 
the world’s No. i tattooed, motorcycle-rid- 
ing bisexual hacker. As everyone probably 
already knows, Lisbeth’s rough life gets 
rougher when she’s assigned to a criminally 
sleazy new guardian (Abrick van Wagenin- 
gen of “The Way”), whose more understated 


introduction this time around only makes 
his transition to abusive monster that much 
more horrifying. 

Meanwhile Lisbeth’s former investigation 
subject and eventual partner, discredited 
journalist Mikael Blomkvist (Daniel Craig), 
has a chance to redeem his reporting skills 
when Henrik Vanger (Christopher Plummer) 
assigns him to explore the disappearance 
of his granddaughter 40 years ago. Why he 
waited this long to ask for help is anyone’s 
guess. 

Does the movie need to be close to three 
hours long? No. Blomkvist learns about 
many Vanger family members but uncovers 
few plausible, intriguing suspects, and issues 
of professional credibility and financial 
dishonesty tend to become dwarfed once 


anal rape andTasers get involved. The movie 
pulses anyway It’s longer but tighter than 
its predecessor and propelled by a script by 
Steven Zaillian (“Schindler’s List”) that finds 
dark humor to temper all the bad behavior. 

Fincher may not have a case as gripping 
as in his film “Zodiac,” but he turns Craig’s 
Blomkvist into less of a bore and Mara’s 
Lisbeth, whose tattoo has shrunk without 
diminishing her mysterious charisma, into 
a living example of the terrors of family and 
the resilience of one of recent literature’s 
best badasses. 

The Swedish movie left a sleepy sensation 
with a nasty aftertaste; “Tattoo” 3.0 throbs 
as a tale of good people wanting to right 
wrongs with the truth if possible, and with 
violence if necessary

Craig goes from Bond to bondage

There’s a scene in “The Girl with the Dragon 
Tattoo” in which Daniel Craig is in bondage — 
no pun intended. 

His character, Mikael Blomkvist, has been 
strapped into a device and is being flung about 
the room as if he were a Cirque du Soleil per- 
former with a plastic bag over his head. 

According to “Tattoo” director David 
Fincher, things went very wrong. Although 
Craig had a small metal device in his hand 
to pop the plastic bag in case it became too 
hard for him to breathe, Fincher and the crew 
didn’t realize that he was having difficulty un- 
til they heard the piece of metal hit the floor. 

“He was acting like he was suffocating, 
which is not very different from actually 
suffocating,” Fincher said during a recent 
press event in New %rk. “Fm watching the 
monitor and we hear, ‘ting, ting, ting.’ He had 
passed out. We wrapped then and on the pro- 
duction report I wrote, ‘let Daniel go 15 min- 
utes early due to unconsciousness!’ ” 

Although Craig joked that he took the con- 
stricting apparatus that was attached to his 


pelvic region home, the only other comment 
he made regarding that incident was, “Just 
another day working with David Fincher.” 

Fincher is known for shooting as many as 
40 takes per scene, but that didn’t bother 
Craig at all. 

“You don’t count,” he said. “Sometimes 
you get worse and worse but when someone 
throws a lot of money at you to do something 
like this, you’re there to get it right. Sure, 
things get frustrating during the workday 
but there are lots of other things to get frus- 
trated about and then there’s the triumphs at 
the end of the day, so you just kind of don’t 
get down about it.” 

Craig’s Blomkvist is a tarnished journalist 
who works with an oddball computer hacker 
named Lisbeth Salander (Rooney Mara) to 
track down a killer. Shot on location in Swe- 
den and based on the bestseller by Stieg Lars- 
son, “Tattoo” is expected to be a huge hit dur- 
ing the holiday season. 

Unlike James Bond, Mikael is a more ce- 
rebral character for Craig. Fincher said he 
was sold on Craig playing Blomkvist because 
of his energy and work ethic. He and Craig 


immediately developed a priceless ability to 
communicate without words, which comes in 
handy during those multiple takes. 

“I knew him to be self-effacing and I knew 
him to be playful and witty” Fincher said. “I 
also wanted a very masculine kind of center 
to the film. I was looking for sort of a Robert 
Mitchum center.” 

Craig just wanted to make the character as 
believable as possible, he said. 


“The reality in ‘Tattoo’ is that Mikael 
gets shot at and he runs away screaming— 
[laughs]— like anyone else would,” he said. 
“What I love about this character is that he 
doesn’t have to prove he’s a man. He doesn’t 
go around beating his chest, and he’s very 
happy to fall into this relationship where {Lis- 
beth} is literally wearing the trousers.”

The 1999 
version included Bruce Springsteen, “who 
isn’t Jewish, but my mother thinks he is.” 

The 2002 edition, recorded for Sandler’s 
movie “Eight Crazy Nights,” referenced Jews 
like Paula Abdul and Joey Ramone and non- 
Jews like Marlon Brando (“not a Jew at all, 
but it looks to me like he ate one!”). 

» In 2009, Neil Diamond covered the song 
on his holiday album, “A Cherry Cherry 
Christmas.”
